bounds chiefly with Salt, as may be 
obſery'd by thoſe who in making Salt, 
boil the Brine till an Egg will float 
in it.

That vaſt Collection of Waters 
which we call the Sea, ſurrounds the 
whole Earth, and conſequently waſhes 


polite Shores, as Submarine Plants, Salts, 
Fiſhes, Minerals, Cc. and is therefore 
enrich'd with the Particles it receives 
from theſe Bodies, either being waſh'd 
off, or paſſing into the Water by their 
Tranfpiration ; for their fine and ſubtle 
Particles continually thrown off by 
Tranſpiration, and endeavouring to. 
tlcape into the Air, are. intercepted by: 
the Water, and mingled. with it ; but.

performs the Will of the Omnipotent, 
by various Means; for the Sun leparat- 
ing the freſh Water from the Salt, and 
gently attracting it upwards, cauſes allo 
many ſulphureous and nitrous Part 
cles to aſcend in the ſame Vapour, 
which being driven through the Ar, 
over all the Parts of the Globe, are 
probably the Cauſe of all the various 
Phænomena and Changes of the Al; 
and when they have perform'd their 
deſtin'd Taſk in the Air, falling down} 
in the Shape of Dew, Rain, Hail of 
Snow, they Water the Earth, and af- 
ford Water to all Animals, and aug 
ment the Springs deſtined to the 
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I what the moſt acute Enquirers into 
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Men with the pureſt Fluid ; whence 
the ſuperfluous Liquid runs into the 
Rivers, and back into the Sea, the com- 


Order of Things ſeems to be preſerved. 
After this Introduction, let us ſee 


Nature, and Phyſicians, and Chymiſts, . 
have obſerved of the SEA-WATER and its 
principal Qualities, which are Four, the 
Firſt is, Sa/fnefs ; the Second Bitter- 
fs; the Third, N:tro/fty, or a nitrous 
Quality ; and the Fourth, O-ynefs. 

The Firſt is ſo apparent, that it ap- 
pears to every Body; the ingenious Dr. 
Hales Computes, there are five Ounces 
and an half in a Gallon of SEA-WATER; 
o that a Pint or a Pound of SkA- 
Warrx contains almoſt five Drams 
nd an half, beſides that bitter oleous 
vtumen, and other Parts beforemen- 
loned; and that Doſe is commonly 
uffcient in grown Perſons, to give 
liree or four tmart Stools ; the Che- 
mts remark, that this Salt conſiſts of 
(certain peculiar Acid and a mineral 
Acali, but the acid Part is fo con- 
center q and obſtructed by the other 
fart, that it can ſcarcely exert its Power 
la concrete Form; and Salt is of ſuch

a fix d Nature, that it never yields to 


Putrefaction; whence it preſerves othe: 
Bodies ſo remarkably ; for according to 


Dr. Hales, Spirit of Salt fo powerfully 
reſiſts Putrefaction, that three Drops 
thereof in an Ounce of Water, will 
preſerve Fleſh a long Time. And in 
another Experiment he ſays, that put- 
ting raw Beef into SEA-WATTR not 
well diſtill'd, the aſtringent Power of 
the Water was ſo great, that contract- 
ing the minute Blood- Veſſels, that no 
Blood would flow therefrom. 

The next Quality is Bizterneſs, which 
it is ſuppoſed to acquire from the bi 
tuminous Parts of the ſubjacent Earth; 


for it is probable, that ſulphureous 
Exhalations are expell'd through innu- 


merable Patlages by {ſubterranean Fires, 
which impregnate the SEA-WaTrR, as

WATER 1s the more bitter the deeper it

in the bitter Salt, and in the oleous Bi- 
tumen of the Sea.

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whenever theſe Helps fail, then the Glands 


before vitiated and relax'd, are attack*d 
with new Obſtructions, and incline to in- 
flammatory Diſeaſes and ſuppurate, and 
then the Patient dies of a purulent Pthiſis, 
unleſs the Diſeaſe is ſtopt in its Progreſs ; 
for when once the Pus is fixt in the Glands 
it requires the Hand of the Surgeon, and 
not the Art of the Phyſician. 

Some Time ago, I viſited a Gentleman 
aſter a Fit (as he thought) of an intermit- 
ting Fever, for which he had taken the 
Bark; but finding his Pulſe quick, ac- 
companied with a certain hectic Heat, I 
judged the Shiverings were ſymptomatical, 
and that Pus was form'd in the I.iver; 
tor his Eyes were yellowiſh, his Habit of 
Body was full and inclining to Fat ; and 
till that Time he had always enjoyed a 
good State of Health; having tried all 
Manner of febrifuge Medicines, I per- 
ſuaded him to go to London, from thence 
ie went to Bath, and returned again to 
London, and at laſt came back into the 
Country, where he died of a purulent 
Dropſy. After his Death, I found a vaſt 
Abſceſs in the Convex Part of the Liver; 
ome other Glands were burſt, which had 
mitted a little Pus and Water into the 
abdomen, but in the Lungs, there was 
* ſome crude Tubercles, without any

I think this is a plain Demonſtration 
that ſome Glands vitiate others, and arrive 
at a State of Suppuration by ſlow Degrees, 
and not by a ſudden Progreſs. | 
I have alſo ſeen a large Tumor, to which 
ſeveral Cluſters of morbid and {chirrous 
Glands adher'd ; the Tumor was diſtended 
by a Matter like Bran, weighing eight 
Ounces, the Coat of the Glands was like the 
Membrane in the Gizzard of Fowls; it 
was burſt, and emitted Water conſtantly 
from the broken lymphatic Veſſels through 
a imall Paſſage under the Nipple; and was 
attended with no bad Symptoms tor thirty 
Years. And alchough the Glands that ad-“ 
| hered to the Tumor were perfectly ſchirrous 
yet the Tenſion being removed by the Emil 
ſion of the Humour before deſcribed, itz 
Tumor was free from Pain, and no Sup- 
puration aroſe in all that Time by any ad- 
ventitious Tumors.

ſels burſt, and Pus is form'd ; or from the 
Tumors confin'd in a Membrane, either a 
Steatoma, | Atheroma, or || Meliceris, or 
ſomething of this Kind is produced. 

But thoſe Remedies of the Ancients be- 
foremention'd, for the lax and infirm State 


of their Patients, ſuggeſt to me theſe two

Medicines which deſtroy the ſharp Hu- 


mours, and correct the Acidities collected

are leſs obnoxious to Obſtructions; the 
other, that by Sea Water joined with other 
Medicines, the Glands may be ſucceſsfully 
purg'd, and freed from Obſtructions; at- 
ter which, it will be neceſſary to ſtrengthen 
the whole Habit by cold Bathing in the 
Sea, and thus fortify the Conſtitution a- 
gainſt new Fluxions. 

Hitherto I have treated of the Nature of 
diftemper*d Glands in Genera}, but now I 

raceed to the different States or Degrees 
by which it makes its Progreſs, of which 
a recent Fluxion on the Glands is firſt to 
be conſidered, then the State of Augmen- 
tation, then the State of Inflammation, and 
laſtly, the Termination of the Diſcaſe, 
either from diſperſing the Tumor, or its 
producing a Pus, a Schirraſiiy or a Cancer. 
And as my Defign is principally to point 
out a Method of Cure in theſe Diſorders, 
think it proper to begin with the morbid 
State of the tracheal and pulmonary Glands 
[Glands of the Wind-pipe and Lungs. | |

the Ears to the Collar Bones, which being 
ſwelled, appear larger than common, 4» | 
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o ſuſpect, that the internal Glands of the 
Melentery and the Lungs, are affected by 
a recent Fluxion ; but while there is no 
Fever, Aperient Medicines, with Sea Water 
(having firſt taken away ſome Blood) will 
effect a Cure ; and theſe Steps are to be 
taken, though at firſt View you find the 
Diſorder is in the ſecond Degree, or the 
State of Augmentation ; for as the Glands 
are diſtended, ſo they ſubſide by Degrees; 
ſo a ſufficient Time muſt be allowed, not 
only. to deterge and cleanſe the obſtructed 
Tubes, but alſo to procure a ſafer and fit- 
ter Vent, by which the Humours that 
create Obſtructions may be expelled. _ 

And this is to be effected by the eaſieſt 
and moſt gentle Methods, we are there- 
fore upon no Account to make uſe of 
violent. Mercurial Medicines, for nothing is 
more hurtful in Obſtructions of the Glands, 
than a ſudden and violent Efflux of the 
Humours attracted towards the affected 
Parts by large Doſes of Mercurius dulcis ; 
which Medicine, if it is ever uſed, ſhould 
be given cautiouſly and in ſmall Doſes, and 
lvon after purged off with Sea Water. 

All the Glandular Secretions, in a health- 
ful State, are perform*d ſlowly, and with 
Laſe ; therefore all Medicines that are of a 
Cauſtic Nature, ſtimulate and wound the 
tender Parts, and excite Pain; hence either 
Tubercule or a morbid Gland, (which 
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perhaps might otherwiſe be eaſily cured) 
if it is haſtened to an inflammatory State, 
ſuppurates, and the Cure becomes far more 
difficult. On the Contrary, the Patient 
will bear the Stimulus of the Sea Water, 
ſix Months without any Inconvenience, and 
in an obſtinate Diſeaſe of the Skin, I have 
known a Patient bear it tolcrably well for a 
whole Year. 

J infift the more upon theſe Matters, be- 
cauſe I have known many Patients receive 
Damage by too large Dolcs of Mercury; 
who, perhaps,. might have received Benc- 
fit from this Medicine ſparingly given, 
and joined with Sea Water. But Sea Maler 
Will heal many Dileaſes were Mercury is of 
no Service, and this puts me in Mind of 
the Caſe of a certain Patient which I ſhew'd 
to Dr. Johnſen and Mr. Craddock the 
Surgeon in 1731. | 

The Patient was almoſt covered over 
with a Scorbutic Leproſy, and having 
thrown off all other Cloaths, lay oniy in 
a Gown ; almoſt every Part of his Body 
was excoriated (or flead) he had been twice 
falivated under the Care of Dr. Tanner, of 
London, without any Benefit. Yet this 
violent Diſeaſe was ſubdued by Sea ater, 
but ſome other Diſorders which afflicted 
the unhappy Patient, remained fill us 
conquered. 


Another Patient came to me - If, 
1 Veit.

For theſe Reaſons in the inflammatory 
State of the Glands, all aloetic, reſinous 
and mineral Medicines, are carefully to be 
avoided; the unſkilful or leſs cautious 
Uſe of which is always attended with the 
worlt Conſequences, which will appear 
plain by what follows in the Section con- 
cerning Sea Water in bilious Colicks. 
The ancient Phyſicians ſhunn'd theſe Me- 
dicines, for they never uſed to preſcribe 
ſtrong Emetics or Cathartics till the Stiff- 
nels or Criſpitude of the Fibres was ſup- 
preſſed ; therefore, before the Uſe of Helle- 
ve, they judg'd the Body was to be 
moiſtcaed and relaxed by warm Baths and 
i cooling Regimen, abſtaining from Exer- 
ate, Fleſh, and Wine; and indeed, thro 
the whole State of Inflammation where 
mere was the leaſt Fear of Suppuration, 
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they uſed theſe Medicines with the great. 
eſt Caution, or entirely rejected them; 
and this Practice of the Antients ſeems to 
be deduced from hence, becauſe they found

He uſed theſe Means with great Succeſs 
in theſe Diſtempers, for at his Return he 
thanked me for this Preſcription; and 
though during his Voyage the Sailors were 
attacked with Colics in an unuſual man- 
ner, from their Intemperance and a Plenty 
of bad Wine, yet almoſt all recovered by 
this Method; for after proper Bleeding, 
two or three Doſes in the moſt obſtinate 
Caſcs, generally open'd the Body, and 
then the Danger was over. When the 
lnammation was removed the Patient 
vas caſily preſerved from the Danger 
vo a new Attack by taking Sea Water 
every Day, or every other Day. 

I have ſeen many violent Colics cured 
dy this Method, where, if the Cale re- 
quired it, I uſed to order a proper Bath 
before Purging; for though I have ſome- 
mes ſeen Dr. Fuller's Colic Pills and 
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ſimilar Medicines, given with Succeſs, yet 
where there is an Inflammation rhey are 
attended with Danger. But this ſhould 
chiefly deter us from the common Method, 
becauſe it thoſe Particles, whether reſinous 
or gummous, do not paſs through the 
Inteſtines, they muſt enter into the Blood, 
and thereby encreaſe both the Fever and 
the Inflammation. On the contrary, if the 
ſaline Medicines are not evacuated but are 
received into the Blood, they cool it and 
reſtrain Inflammations and Abſceſſes. And 
further, bitter and reſinous Pills are often 
rejected by the Stornach, though fortified 
with Opium, but a ſaline Bolus ſeldom diſ- 
agrees with the Stomach, or rather has 
the Effect of Salt of Wormwood and Juice 
of Lemons, and take off the Inclination to 
vomit.

Hitherto I have only mentioned the va-

tor thus the Bones are not ſo much moiſten'd 
by a conſtant Flux of watry Humours, and the 
drier they are, fo much rhe eaſter do theyſcale. 

A Lad about twelve Years old (whoſe 


Brother is mention'd in the 3% Caſe) was 
reduced to 


laſt Extremity by a Hedctic 
Fever; he had 4 Cough and Night Sweats, 
with a Difficulty of Breathing upon walking 
he had a foul and purulent Spitting ; the Glands 
of his Neck were morbid and hard; and there 
was an Impoſtnume upon each Leg, with a 
Caries. (Rottenneſs) of cach Fibuls, (the 
maller Bone of the Leg) near the Heel. 
This Boy, when he firſt drank the Sea-Water, 
was waſted to a ſurpr Zing Degree; but when 
he had uſed it fx Weeks the Hectic Fever 
abated, the Cough and Night Sweats went 
off, and no freſh Tumors roſe.

Will you alſo give me Leave to declare 
my Sentiments upon the general Cauſe of 
morbid Glands, I know you will eafily grant 
it me, and I take the Liberty which your 
Candour affords me.

It appears to me that Parents moſt com- 
monly have Children that are like themſelves 
in Conſtitution, The Children of thoſe ok 
rents that are of a. lax Habit of Body, ar 
alſo weak and infirm ;z whence it happens, that 
the Glands are ſubject to the fame Fluxions 
which I ſuppole in their Parents. And there- 
fore J do not think the King's-Evil ariſes ſo 
much from a certain Infection, or hereditary 
Taint, as from a weak and bad Tone of the 
whole Syſtem. of the Glands, And this ſcems 
to me to be the Fact; but as this is meer!y 
a Theory, if others are of a different Opinion, 
L do not fer ſo great a Value upon my own 
as to contend ſtiffly about the Matter. But 
this is certain beyond all Controverſy, that 
the Glands, by Reaſon of their looſe and 
w cak Texture, are more ſubject than other 
Parts to repeated Attacks of the Dileaſe ; no: 
to lay that many of them ſometimes feem to 
be quite incurable. Moreover, when there is a 
Redundance of any thing in the Body, which 
hath been a long time diſcharg'd by this or 
that Paſſage, by the Aid of ſome Secretion, 
which, by Cuſtom, is made as it were a Law, 
then it is evident that there is neceſſarily a 
Decreaſe of the Secretions of the other Gland, 
which threatens ſome Danger to thoſe Parts. 
W.hence, in ſome Leproſics, both dry and 
moiſt, which I could never cure by Sra- 
Water or any other Medicines, I obf-rvcd 
that the Patients, tor the molt part, while the 
Diſeaſe is thrown out by the Skin, had a bels 
Flux of Urine {like thoſe who are inclin' dl 0 
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a Dropſy) and that all other Secretions had

more diſtended than the Laws of Nature per- 
mit, 1s evidently morbid, and liable to Ob- 


ſtructions and Tumors, and ſuch like Diſor- 
ders: And that the warmer Countries are 
more infeſted with theſe Diſorders than the 
Cold, there can be no room to. doubt, if we 
give Credit to Authors, who deſcribe the 
Northern Leproſy as being leſs virulent, nor 
accompanied by ſuch Variety of Miſeries as 
the Leproſy, or Elephantiaſis of the Greeks, 
wich, though it is quite unknown in Europe, 
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yet where the Fluids are more attenuated by 
the Heats of the Sun, and the Evacuation by 
the Skin is more copious, as in Ægypt, it 1s 
common, and the Veſſels of the Skin being 
at length obſtructed, it riſes to a greater | 
Height, And indeed this Diſeaſe rages to | 
that Degree in theſe Places, if we believe 
Proſper Alpinus, who lived a long time it 
the great and famous City of Agypr, formerly t 
called Memphis, and now Cairo, that a great 0 
part of the People labour under the Elephan- V 
tiafis of the Greeks, which is the moſt obſti- 1 


nate Kind of Leproſy. But you may conſult t 
the Author's Book De Medicina Agyptiorum, e 
P- 25, where he ſays, There goes about another ft 
Elephantiaſis as was mentioned before; theſe 18 
who are ſeized with it have their Feet tumid, 

big and miſhapen, with many great and hard — 


Tumors, very much reſembling the Feet of He- 
phants, joined with ſwelled Legs and Thighs ; 
in which, bewever the Patient feels no Pain, 
but is only hindered in walking. I have ſecii 
many of them who went with wooden Cajes 
upon their Feet inſtead of $hoes, and who crept 
along very flowly, and with much Difficulty. 
This Diſeaſe is common at Cairo. Does any 
thing like this happen amongſt us? Nothing 
ſure that is general and common. And the 
fame Author lays, The Leprojy and Elephan- |

Wag for our Surgeons have experienced its Power 


of healing in ſcrophulous Ulcers of the Joints 
of the Wriſt and Ankles, and the ſame is fully 
ſhewn in the ſeveral Examples mentioned in 
my Diſſertation. 3 

But let us paſs over to the ſubſequent State 
of this Medicament. Cornelius Celſus, who is 
ſaid to have flouriſh'd under the Reign of 
Tiberius, teſtifies that Themiſon, who beſides 
many others, was of the School of Aſclepiades, 
preſcrib'd Brine in a Dylentery ; and F Pliny 
alſo writes, Brine is uſeful in Dyſenteries, even 
where there are ſpreading Ulcers of the Iute- 
ſines : As alſo in ſciatic Caſes, and to thoſe 
who are affected with an inveterate celiac Paſ- 
fon. In the inland Countries it is us'd for 
Fomentations inſtead of Sea-Water. 

From hence, it plainly appears, that this 
Salt Medicament was not uſed only in the 
Dyſentery, but even 1n thoſe Caſes where the 
Inteſtines were affected with Nome, or eat- 
ing and ſpreading Ulcers; by which. Word 
Pliny in many Places, tranſlates and expreſſes 
the Herpetas of Dioſcorides. 

it is evident therefore, from the foregoing 
Obſervations, that Sea-Water was a Part of 
the Materia Medica, from the Times of Mi- 
tbridates's Defeat to the Age of Tiberius Ceſar ; 
and then thoſe two Writers, Pliny and Dioſ- 
corides (who liv'd much about the Times of 


Nero and. Veſpaſian) tranſcrib'd many Things 


from the antient Phyſicians into their own

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Works; both which left to Poſterity whole 1 ®

ters, did not eſcape the nice Obſervation of 
the Ancients; for the ſame * Pliny teſtifies, ta 
that he bad ſeen ſome Perſons ſwelled to that 

Degree with drinking, that their Skins were fl 
covered with Rings, when the vaſt Quantity 


of Water they had drank did not paſs off ; ard hi 
therefore, it is wrong ſo drink ſo much with- ſc 
out the frequent Uſe of Salt. Which Words L 
of Pliny plainly ſhew, that Salt was given in N 
thoſe Times to ſtimulate the Glands of the 0 
Inteſtines, that they might perform their Se- th 
cretions more copiouſly, and that they might cl 
entirely ſuppreſs or relieve that Uneaſine!is 1 
which generally ſucceeds the drinking of Ic 
too much Water; and as the Antients had th 
obſerved, a Nauſea happened ſometimes after S! 
drinking Sea-Water, they thought it did not 9 
agree with, and was hurtful to the Stomach; m 


but yet, they found by Experience, that its a 
Salt helped Concoction, whetted the Appe- 1 *®© 
tite, and encreaſed the glandular Secretions; MF. 
and for this Reaſon, they gave it their Cattle,

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and Flocks, for * Pliny writes, that Sheep 
and all Kinds of Cattle are greatly excited to 


feed by Salt, and this gives them more Milk, 
which makes the beſt Cheeſe. But if any one 


would be further inform'd of the Nature of 
the Salt and Brine of the Antients, he will 


find ſufficient Matter of Enquiry in the 


Excercitationes in S1linum of Salmaſius, and 


the Definitiones Medicæ of Gerræus. 


But in the mean Time, ] mult deſcend a 
little lower to know the State of this Medi- 
cament at that Time, and let us ſee its Repu- 
tation in the Reigns of Caracalla and Gordian. 

And about that Time, Q; Serenus Samonicus 
fAouriſh'd, he who was put to Death at the 


Command of Caracalla, and was reported to 


have collected 60,000 Volumes, or more, as 
ſome ſay ; he was a remarkable Lover of 


Learning, and a noble Patron of the Learn- 


ed ; his Son was Preceptor to the Emperor 
Gordian the Second, but which of theſe wrote 


the Poem on Phyſic, has been long and much 


diſputed ; I cannot decide the Debate, or if 
I could, it would be nothing to my Purpoſe; 


for, I think it will be ſufficient if I prove 


the Uſe of Sea Water was common, and 
greatly praiſed by all thoſe who being ac- 


quainted with this moſt liberal Art, have 


mention'd it in their Writings. 
We have ſeen that this Medicament con- 


tinued in Uſe, from the Age of Hippacrates, 
to the Reign of Caracalla; and f Serenus Sa-

he propoſes it againſt the Itch, and the Phthz- 
riaſis, or louſy Diſeaſe; it was given alſo in 
lome bilious Diſorders, and as a ſimple Pur- 
gative. In the ſame Place he deſcribes the 

Thalaſſomeli. Pliny, Marcellus and Serents, 
do all with one Accord praiſe Sca-Mater 
againſt tumeſied Teſticles ; tor Pliny writes, 
* that it is preferable to every Thing to o- 


ment tumefied Teſticles; and Marcellus /ays, 


let tumefied Teſticles be moderately Fomented 
with Sea-Water , and this led me to apply 
a Cataplaſm in this Caſe, made of Barley 
and Bean-Flower, boiPd in Sea- Water, and 
join'd with Unguentum Nutritum, and J found 

it a very powerful Diſcutient. 
MMoreover ＋ Samonicus confirms, that it is 
beneficial in the Sciatica, in the Gout, Where 
he deſcribes the Vinum Tethalaſſomenon, and 
alſo in Quartan Agues: 

Prodeſt ve! Potus, vel mul ſus Doridis Humor. 
But by the Word Doris, Serenus underſtands 
Sea-Water ; uſing the fame Word, by which 


Virgil expreſſes the Waters of the Sea in his 


tenth Eclogue; which is plain in this Place 
by the Addition of the Epithet amara, bitter, 
which is the diſtinguiſhing Quality of the 
Sea; and he was fo happy in the Choice oi 
— that by their Help, he could ex-

ſtempers of the Eyes. 

Therefore, many Forms of preſcribing de- 
rived their Original, both from Salt and Sea- 
Water, in the flouriſhing State of antient” 
Phyſick : 

And unleſs the Antients had prov*d their 
great Vitiue and Power by a long continued: 
Practice, certainly theſe Medicaments- would 
never have continued in Ule, and grown 
more gene rai for fo many Ages, as lrom the 
Time of Hippocrates, to the Reigns of Cara- 
calla or Gordian; but if it was neceſſary, it: 
would be both an caſy and very. entertain-- 
ing I. abour to extract almoſt an infinite 
Number of Pretcriptions. from the Writings: 
of the Antients. | 

But I ſubjoin a Plaſter ot. Salt (the Greeks: 
call it & A which I find amongſt many: 
others deicrib'd by Serivonius Largus, and: 
which he ſays is good to diiculs Hardneſſes;, 
it is made thus: |

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is plain enough, from what has been pre- 


miſed, that the Antients uſed Salt in difiolv- 


ing hardiſh Tumors. 

Although I have already mentioned the 
Wine call'd Tethalaſſomenon, and the Thala/- 
femelite and Brine, and other Forms of Me- 
dicaments, which I judge were deriv*d from 
Sea-Water and Salt; yet there remains ano- 
ther ſaline Medicine preſerv'd by Marcellus, 
which I have not yet taken Notice of, for 
that Author ſays, that

Thus J have review'd, and as I think, ſuf- 
ficiently explained to you the Uſe which the 
Antients made of Sea-Water, as well in exo- 
nerating the Lymphatic Veſſels, as in diſper— 
ſing hardifh Tumors, and againſt all Putre- 
| faction; ; you will alſo readily allow, that it 
was us'd in various Methods and Preſcrip- 
tions, to repreſs that Putrefaction of the 
Fibres, which we ſometimes find in the 
Scurvy, and ſome other ſevere Obſtructions. 
For * Pliny highly commends the Ule of 
Salt againſt the Putrefaction of the Gums 
(Which is always a great and in a Manner, 
an inſeparable Sign of the Scurvy) and. 
thinks it a certain Method. to preſerve the 
Teeth from Eroſion and Rottenneſs, to 
hold Salt under the Tongue every Morning

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faſting till it diſſolves; and a little lower, he 
enlarges in the Praiſe of Salt; 2/ aftring ges, 
dries, and binds Bodies together, and even pre- 
ſerves dead Bodies from Putrefaction, jo that 
they endure for Ages. 

Therefore, hs long and ſerious Conſide- 
ration of that ſcorbutic Putrefaction that uſual- 
ly infeſts Seamen in long Voyages, I muſt 
conclude, that it is falſly and without any juſt 
Ground attributed to their ſalt Proviſions ; 
and I think, I may truly affirm, that Salt 
does not only preſerve Meat from Corrup- 
tion, but from the ſame Cauſe, it does alſo. 
defend Sailors from that corrupt and morbid 
State; and I think, you will be of my Opi- 
nion, it you reflect on the Strength and flou- 
r1ſhing State of Health which poor Country 
People enjoy, who are employed in Plowing, 
and other. Labours of Agriculture, and who 
have ſuch ftrong Nerves, that they are almoſt 
able to undergo the {ame Fatigue as their 
Cattle ; and at the ſame Time live upon the 
ſame Food. as Seamen.; and indeed, have- 
leſs Variety; for go which Way you will, 
you will find many. in every Country, that 
have liv'd perhaps for the Space of 30 Years 
upon no freſh Neat, but Salt Beef and Bacon, 
and various but ordinary Sorts of Pudding, 
unleſs perhaps, on ſome high Holiday, they 
buy a Bit of frefh Meat to feaſt withal, and 
think it Luxury; and yet theſe People are 
gencrally ſtronger, and have better Health, 
than thoſe who live in a better Manner, and: 
indulge themſelves in Dainties and the Con- 
_ vemiencies of. Life. | There- 
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Living of Seamen and poor Country People, 


of Exerciſe, and are always ſurrounded by 
the Waters of the Sea; I judge, that the 
Principles and Cauſes of this Sea Diſtemper 
are to be more truly found elſewhere. 


fomething bora with, and as ir were im- 


planted in the Nature of land Animals, that 
they can by no Means bear a Life conti- 


and thoſe Kind of Animals that are call'd 
Amphivious, and partake of both Natures, 
cannot be always depriv'd of that ſame Wa. 
ter, without the Lois of Life. We ſee that 
the Inhabitants of muddy Fenns and Marſhes, 
and thoſe that live in low wet Grounds ſur- 
rounded with thick Woods, arc ſubject to 
certain grievous Diſtempers about the Spring 
and fall of the Leaf, which plainly ſhews us, 
how much the Nature of Man is hurt 
by continuing long in a damp Air,. becauſe 
the Tone of the Fibres being thereby relaxed, 
ſuffers a great Weakneſs. For about the 
Time of Spring and Autumn, the Sun has a 
Power of Heat ſufficient to raiſe a great 
Quantity of Exhalations from the Earth, 
but is not long enough above the Horizon to 
heat the Air, ſo as to raiſe them to a proper 
Height, or to attenuate them ſo that they 
may be preſently diſperſed and carried off by 
the Winds; therefore, they are condens'd 
again,, and being, changed. into. Vapours we

Therefore, as the Rule and Method of 


differ only becauſe the former want the Help 


I think, it is generally allowed, there is 


nually paſſed upon tle Waters;, as Fiſhes, 
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moiſt Fogs, they hang a little above the 
Earth, and in a Manner encloſe the Inhabi- 
tants. And hence, their Fibres are relaxed, 
and the Tone of the Solids is ſo broken and 


weakened, that they cannot compreſs nor 
ſubdue the Fluids with a proper Force; but 


that State of the Blood is produced that hap- 
pens in intermitting Fevers; then by Degrees, 
the Perſon is infeſted with a ſcorbutic Putre- 
tation of the Gums, and at laſt, with ſcor- 
butic Spots, and tumefied Legs and Thighs; 
J have ſcen ſome Inſtances ot Patients, who 
had the Tone of their Solids ſo violently 
broken, and the true State of the Blood ſo 
highly vitiated, that I have ſometimes. ſeen 
the Blood iſſue plentifully at their Fingers 
Ends, which could not be ſtopt without great 
Difficulty ; and I have many, and as I think, 
great Reaſon to believe, that theſe Diſeaſes 
owe their Origin to a relaxed Tone of the 
Fibres. | 
Firſt, becauſe the Difeaſe never rages ſo 
violently, nor riſes to ſuch a Height, but 
where the Force of the Solids was before 
broken by the long Continuance of the Diſ- 
order; for Nature, a long Time oppoſes the 
growing evil, but is conſtrained at laſt to yield. 
Secondly, becauſe whenever the Patient is re- 
duced to this Extremity, the Cure can never 
be effected without the Help of Aſtringents, 
ſuch as the Peruvian Bark, Winter's Bark, 
Acids and Vitriolic Medicines ; or the ſtyptic 
Preparations of Steel, ſtyptic Wines, and the 
like ; alſo ſubacid unripe Fruits, are ſound ſer- 
| | viceable 
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viceable in ſcorbutic Diſorders for the ſame 
Reaſon ; that is, becauſe they are aſtringenc 
and deterſive. D | 
And laſtly, becaufe it appears by conſtant 
Experience, that the Inhabitants of the Sea 
Coaſts where the Shore is clean, and is not 
foul'd by the Mud, or Filth of Havens, or 
Arms of the Sea, and where they are not ſur- 
rounded with frequent Fogs and Vapours, 
they are leſs ſubject to intermitting Fevers and 
{corbutic Diſorders than thoſe who live in 
the Inland Countries where the Land is loy 
and wet, and full of Woods. | 
And thus, if the human Body continues 
long in a moiſt Air, which it muſt neceſſarily 
take in at every Refpiration, and attract and 
abſorb'd by all the Pores of the Skin; or 
lives in fenny or woody Countries, we per- 
ceive the fame Symptoms generated as are 


called ſcorbutic in Seamen; for the Perſpira- 


tion grows leſs by Degrees; then the Glands 
of the Skin, or rather the whole Syſtem oi 
the Glands is a little affected; for as the Per- 
ſpiration is leſſen'd, they are loaded with a 
greater Burthen; and if we believe the ala; 
Sanctorius, there paſſes off by Perſpiration 
fifty Ounces in twenty-four Hours; but our 
Countryman, Dr. Keil, thinks it to be only 
about thirtyOunces. But if this Perſpiration 
is obſtructed the Body muſt neceſſarily ſuffer 
for a Time, as it happens even upon taking 


a flight Cold, where the Diforder does not. 


go off but by the Help of a warmer and drier 
Air which encreaſe the Perſpiration. But Ob- 
f 5 | ſtructions 
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ſtructions of all the Pores increaſed. Then the 
Seamen are deprived of this Help, as well as of 
Exerciſe, and hence it happens, that the Diſ- 
eaſe cannot ſometimes be reſtrain*d by the 
Power of Medicines *till the Patients enjoy 
a drier Air. And the extreme obſtinacy of 
this Diſeaſe, and what Relief may be had if 
the Seaman continues upon the Sea may be 
proved by the Lord Auſen's Voyage, and allo. 
by daily Experience; for they are ſooner and 
more caſily recover'd, if they come aſhore 
where the Air they breath is better and drier. 

The Reaſon of which is known to the People 
of Norway and is obſerved by them in the 
Cure of the Scurvy ; for as Barthol:nus writes 
in his Treatiſe De Medicina Danorum Dome- 
iica, they do not gather Mulberries and carry 
them home to the Patients, but think i; bet- 
ter to go to the Places where they grow, and 
eat what Quantity they will, and ſtay upon 
the Place till the Scurvy diſappears. 

I have thus laid before you, moſt accom- 
pliſh'd Sir, almoſt every thing that the An- 
tgnts thought Salt, and Salt Water could per- 
form againſt Putrefaction, which perhaps 
ſome will think more and others leſs, that the 
Nature of the Thing requi*d ; but your Can- 
dour will cafily pardon a Slip in ſuch a difficult 
Way, and which has been fo little known. 

But of what Weight are theſe Authorities 
of the Antients, and how little are they to be 
minded if compar'd with the ſingular Uſe 
which you have found of this Medicine from 
your own Experience, or what are thoſe Te- 
ſtimonies 
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ſtimonies of the Dead, if compar'd with the 
Examples of thouſands now living, who daily 
drink Sea-Water, who, if they had not found 
it very beneficial would certainly have ne- 
glected it long ago. wa | ; 

1 fend you alſo an Account of a Cure lately 
perform'd. You will find there that the Pa. 
tient was purg' d a long Time with Sea-Water, 
for ſhe drank it every Morning in a continued 


Courſe till ſhe had taken twenty- five Gallons,

Health was in every Reſpect better eſtabliſh'd 


all Prejudices, at leaſt of thoſe who will hear 
Reaſon; for it ought to be enquir'd into whe- 
ther a Medicine is good in ſome Diſtempers þ 
or not? Nor is it ſo much the Buſineſs of a 
Phyſician to ſpend his Time in diſcovering 
the Sources, and obſcure and remote Cauſcs 


of Diſeaſes, as to embrace whatever may con- 
duce towards their Cure; and to think, that
